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Remarks 

Claims 1-7 are pending in the subject application. By this Amendment, Applicants have 
amended claims 1 and 2, canceled claims 3, 4, and 7, and added claim 8. Support for Ihc 
amendments and new claim can be found throughout the subject specification and in the claims as 
originally filed (see, for example paragraphs 14-18). Entry and consideration of the amendments 
presented herein is respectfully requested. Accordingly, claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, and 8 are currently before 
the Hxaminer. Favorable consideration of the pending claims is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 2, first paragraph, as noncnabled by the subject 
specification. The Office Action indicates that the subject specification is enabled for treating or 
controlling or reducing swelling or inflammation associated with lipomas with the administering of 
topiramale but does not reasonably provide enablement for treating all types of diseases, disorder, 
tumors, cancers and neoplasia. Appl icants respectfully assert that the claims arc enabled. However, 
in a sincere effort to expedite prosecution of the subject application to completion, Applicants have 
amended claim I to recite the treatment of lipomas, controlling lipomas, or reducing swelling or 
inflammation associated with lipomas comprising the administration of topiramale and 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable salts thereof. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, is respectfully requcslcd. 

Claims 1 -5 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as anticipated by Rolling et al. (2000). The 
Office Action slates that the Rolling et al. reference leaches the use of anticonvulsants in the 
treatment of aculc lymphoblastic leukaemia. Applicants respectfully assert that the Rolling et al 
reference does not anticipate the claimed invention as the reference fails to teach the treatment of 
lipomas with an anti-convulsanl such as topiramatc. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 -6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(e) as anticipated by Ikonomidou (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,797,6%). I he Action claims that Ikonomidou teaches a method for treating cancer by 
administering an inhibitor of glutamate with the AMPAreceptor complex. Applicants respectfully 
nsseit that the Ikonomidou patent does not anticipate the claimed invention as the reference fails to 
teach the ircatmcj.t oflipomas, controlling lipomas, or reducing swelling or inflammation associated 
wilh lipomas comprising Ihc administration of a composition comprising an anti-convulsant such as 
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topirnmtite. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection under 35 (J.S.C. § 102(e) 
is respect fully requested 

Chums 1-7 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious Ikonomidou(U.S. Patent No. 
6,797,692) in view of Costen/o c/ al (U,S. Patent No. 5,498,629), Choi ct al (U.S. Patent No. 
5,654,461) and Choi ei al (U.S. Patent No. 6,892,008). The Office Action indicates that the 
secondary references teach the fruciopyranosc sulfrmalc compounds arc dcrivati ves of topiramale, 
The Action concludes that an ordinarily skilled artisan would have assumed the fruciopyranosc 
sul female compounds possess the same anticancer activities; thus, (he substitution of lopiramalc with 
the fruelopymnose sulfamate compounds would achieve the same anticancer results in the absence of 
evidence lo the contrary. Applicants respectfully assert that the claimed invention is not obvious 
over the ciled references, regardless of whether the references are laken alone or in combination. As 
indicated above, Ikonomidou fails to teach the treatment of lipomas, controlling lipomas, or reducing 
swelling or inflammation associated with lipomas comprising the administration of a composition 
comprising an anticonvulsant such as topiramatc. In addition, the secondary references fail to 
remedy this defect in the teachings of Ikonomidou. As the Patent Office is aware, to establish prima 
facie obviousness of a claimed invention, all the claim limitations must be taught or suggested by the 
prior ail. hi re Royka, 490 F.2d 981, 1 80 U.S.P.Q. 580 (C.C.P.A. 1974). As die combination of 
references fails to leach all the claim limitations, it is respectfully submittal that the Office Action 
fails to establish a prima facie case of obviousness. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is respectfully requested.
